1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In accordance with 
MPEP 2181 -2184 and the procedure for examining "means plus function language" in terms of 
its scope and the proper application of prior art, the prior art of record is not deemed to 
anticipate or render obvious the combination of elements recited in applicant' abdominal 
stimulator as recited in claim 1 of this application for patent. Specifically, the combination of a 
belt 1 ( attachment means), first and second marks for indicators 29, 30a,b,c (first and second 
locating means), the plastic snap connector 54 and jack for receiving a generator (receiving 
means) and selection means described in figures 26 and 27 for selecting various electrodes, each 
of the described means themselves or their equivalents, is not anticipated or rendered obvious by 
the prior art of record.
